COMPULSORY ARBITRATION. 


W 


HA1KVER may be said concerniiig the effect 
of the compulsory arbitration law in New 


Zealand the fact must be admitted that it is a land 
without strikes. 
Henry D. Lloyd, who has care- 


fully studied the Australian law is enthusiastic in 
its praise. The fact that there has not been a strike 
or lockout in that country for the last five years 
while theX have been increasing in frequency else- 
where he refers to as pretty conclusive evidence of 
the efficacy and benificence of the system upon 
which the statute is based. He furthermore shows 
by statistics that under compulsory arbitration the 
nhmber of hands employed in factories has largely 
increased 


A short time ago a commission was sent from 


New South Wales to New Zealand to investigate 
the workings of the law, and it reported that theie 
have been no strikes of any magnitude since its 
adoption. The arbiters have given the workmen 
shorter hours, higher wages and better conditions of 
living 
Employers are now able to enter into con- 


tracts with the certainty of being able to fullfill 
them 


On the other hand it is claimed that the law Las 


its disadvantages. 
Complaint is made that the 


boards are a year behind in their work and that the 
Court of Arbitration is also in arrears; that the men 
are taking their employers into court on trivial mat- 
ters, and the premier has entered a protest against 
"riding the act to death." It is also charged that 
the boards of aibitration prolong their sittings in 
order to increase their salaries; that they encourage 
disputes and threaten capital, and that only about 
one third of the cases that have been brought be- 
fore them have been settled 


Probablv both sides of the question have been 


exaggerated 
b> their ic.spective advocates. 
But 


from an unprejudiced standpoint,the preponderance 
of evidence appears to be in favor of the law, and 
as a whole is an encouragement, rather than other- 
wise, to the American Congress to at least try the 
experiment in the United States. 
The disadvan- 


tages, and the abuses of the law above ennumerat- 
ed can be avoided by propei legislation, so that its 
wholesome and desirable effects wa> be attained 
Without encoxintering ihe consequences referred to 
by the opponents of the Australian statute. 
The 


proposition is of course a tentative one, but it is the 
most promising, and in tact the only one that has 
been suggested for the settlement of the conflict 
which are so frequently occurring between capita] 
arid labor

REGULATION OF DIVORCE.

HE discussion of the question of marriage and 
divorce at the Episcopal convention at San 


Francisco, La; directed public attention to the ^ 
ject 
The canon uhich the Houic oi Bishops 


adopted would actunlh pui\eru itinarnage of di 
voiced persons by Episcopal clergymen. The on- 
ly exception made, is in favor of those divorced for 
cause existing prior to the time of marriage. In the 
house of deputies Di 
Huntington proposed an 


amendment making an additional exception in fa- 
voi oi the innocent party HI a divorce for adultery 
To all other divorcees tru marriage ntual of the 
church is forbidden. 


Hirsh's Tabulated Digest of the divorce laws ol 


the United States, lately issued, shows the practice 
oi each State and territory on this point- 
While 


remarriage is generally permitted ii is restricted by 
statute la many States 
In Alabama, Michigan, 


Mississippi and Virginia, the couit rnaj allow or for- 
bid it at discietion. 
In Georgia no absolute divorce 


may be granted except xipon the concurrent verdict 
of two juries at different terms of the court. 
The 


second jury determines the disabilities and rights oi 
the parties. This power tends to discourage the se- 
curing of a divorce for the purpose of immediate re- 
marriage to anothei person—a precerding which 
sometime-* happens under the lax statutes of Mis- 
souri. 
Colorado allows remaniage, but not until a 


year after the granting of the decree. Kansas, Ne- 
braska, Oklahoma and Minnesota have the same re- 
striction with a time limit of six months. 


In other States having statutes on this subject 


discrimination is made against the guilty party. 
For instance, in Delaware, Louisiana and Pennsyl- 
vania, he may not marry the co-respondent. 
In 


Tennessee this restriction exists only during the 
htV of the plaintifl. 
A Maryland court may forbid 


the marriage of the guilty party so long as the 
plaintiff lives 
Massachusetts compels the defend 


ant to wait for two years. In South Dahota the on- 
ly remarriage permitted to the guilty party is with 
the plaintiff. 
Vermont endorses this provision for 


three years after the decree of divorce. 


But these restrictions lose part of their force be- 


cause of the ease of evasion. The person affected 
has only to remove to another State. One State 
however, shoftld not shirk its duty in the matter be- 
cause another does, and the Episcopal church doubt- 
less reasons in the same way. The fact that 
powerful eclesiastical body has placed its ban on a 
certain social procedure must have great influence. 
While the public generally tnav regard the action 
of the Episcopal church as sorrier tiai drastic, it is 


encouraging to note that there is a movement 
against the prevailing laxity on the subject.

He doesn't be- 
lieve in going too fast and prefers that the country 
should come up to the church's level, than that the 
church should go so far beyond.
